The very songs, a few verses from 


which he quotes, one of which he has 


misquoted to make it appear ridicu- 
lous, though they may bear the impress 
of poetic fancy, are a rebuke to him, 
for they were written by ‘‘ honest 
Englishmen,” one of whom (W. Willes) 
had been to Utah, enjoyed some of 
the benefits of which he sings, and 
had returned to his native land asa 
missionary when he wrote his songs.

In regard to the Gospel” which 
the Latter-day Saints teach, I com- 
mend the following brief epitome of 
their earnest belief from the pen of 
Joseph Smith, which was written by 
him in 1842.

First, faith in the Lord Jesus Christ ; 
second, repentance; third, baptism 
by immersion for the remission of sins; 
fourth, laying on of hands for the gift 
host. 

o „ by ‘prophecy an 
laying on of hands’ boy those who are 
‘in authority, to preach the Gospel 
and administer in the ordinances 
thereof. We believe in the same 
organization that existed in the Primi- 


tive Church—namely, apostles, 


pro- 

hets, tors, teachers, e elis 
— We believe in the gift of tor — 
visions, héali 
terpretation of tongues, etc. We 
believe the Bible to be the Word of 
God, as far as it is translated correctly; 
we also believe the Book of Mormen 


to be the Word of God. We believe 
all that God has revealed, all that He 


does now reveal; and we believe that 


he will yet reveal many great and im- 
portant things pertaining to the king- 
dom of God. We believe in the literal 
gathering of Israel, and in the resto- 
ration of the ten tribes; that Zion 
will be built upon this continent 
(America) ; that Christ will reign per- 
sonally upon the earth ; and that the 
earth will be renewed and receive its 
r glory. We claim the privi- 
ege of worshipping Almighty God 
according to the dictates of our con- 
science, and allow all men the same 
privilege, let them worship how, where, 
or what they may. We believe in 
being subject to kings, presidents, 
rulers, and magistrates; in obeying, 
honoring, and sustaining the law. We 
believe in being honest, true, chas 
benevolent, virtuous, and doing g 
to all men ; indeed, we may say that 
we follow the admonition of Paul, 
We believe all things, we hope all 
things,’ we have endured many things, 
and hope to be able to endure all 
— 2 If there is anything virtuous, 
lovely; or of good report, or praise- 
worthy, we seek after these things.” 
To this I add that we believe in the 
eternal union of the sexes in the mar- 
ried state. That marriage is au ordi- 
nance of the Gospel, and not merely 
a.civil contract. That, according to 
God’s law, it is inevitably as binding 
in eternity as it possibly can be in, 
„time.“ That all marriage contracts 
should be solemnized and confirmed 
by that authority and power which was 
conferred by the Savior of the world 
upon Peter and the Apostles. ‘* That 
whatsoever they should bind on earth 
should be bound in heaven,” and vice 
versa. That all marriages not solemu- 
ized and confirmed by this authority 
rtain only to time, and are of no 
orce or effect in the resurrection, 
where there is neither marrying nor 
giving in iage.” That a man who 
marries a second wife after the first is 
dead, or a third after the second ig 
dead, if married by the law of God, 
is as much a polygamist as though he 
had taken them all at one time by their 
mutual consent and free will, for 
‘they are not dead who die in the 
Lord,” but sleep to awake in the ro-

Meeting called to order. Choir sang 
“Tie morning breaks, the shadows 
flee,” &. Prayer offered by Elder Suel- 

ve. Hymn, Joy to the world the 
rd will come,” was sung. 

Prest. Gowans bis pleasure 
at meeting so many of the Saints pre- 
tent, and in beholding the faces of 
those from the Branches around Man- 
chester, and hoped that all would be 
blessed in the meetings to day. 

Elder John H. Smith said, It gives 
me pleasure to meet with you this 
morning under so favorable circum- 
stances. As an Elder I have a testi- 
mony of this Latter-day work, and 1 
rejoice in bearing that testimony. This 
work is based apon faith, in which we 
have to bring ourselves to a belief in 
certain principles, and by our obedience 
to those principles we can save our- 
selves. Quoted the passage,“ Faith 
u the substance of things hoped for, 

evidence of things not seen.“ 


Said, we must exert our faith in tem- 
poral as well as in spiritual things, for 
by having faith in our business affairs, 
aided by our works and perseverance 
we prosper. So in relation to our 
spiritual welfare. Quoted 11th chap. 
Hebrews. Referred to the faith of Prof. 
Morse in electric telegraphy, his per- 
severance and labors with the American 
and English governments, in which he 
finally succeeded. Also to Jacquard, 
the inventor of the first loom in France, 
showing what opposition he met in his 
faith, on the practicability of looms; 
yet by his works added to faith, he 
accomplished what he sought for. So 
with our works added to our faith, for 
by putting into practice those princi- 
ples of the Gospel of Christ as set forth 
in the Holy Scriptures, which are 
many, we shall gain the blessings 
therein promised. No man can say 
that works are not necessary to faith, 
or faith to works. By teaching the 
Gospel as propounded by our Savior, 
we do well. May God bless, and enable 
all, to see and know their relationship 
to Him as his children. | 

Elder Freeman said, as Latter-day 
Saints we believe in Jesus Christ the 
Son of God; also in the necessity of 
putting in practice the principles 
taught by him and his Apostles: com- 
mencing with faith, then follows re- 
pentance and baptism. Showed that bap- 
tism was necessary to salvation. If bap- 
tism was necessary in the days of Jesus, 
so it is to-day, as we find no divine 
record that any of the ordinances have 
been done away. Spoke of the con- 
version of Paul, also of Cornelius, 
aud of the disciples on the day of 
Pentecost. Said we Latter-day Saints 
do not believe that the Lord instituted 
these and other ordinances for the 
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salvation of man, and then, that men 
should have the right of selecting those 
that pleased them best and discarding 
the others. My testimony is that God 
has revealed bis mind and will to man; 
that men have been called in our day 
as was Aaron to work in the ministry; 
that-Joseph Smith was a true Prophet 
of Gud, and through him the Gospel 
has been restored to man by obedience 
to which, all may have eternal life. 
Prest. Smith said: I think it will 
not be difficult for intelligent men to 
come to the conclusion, that no im- 
perfect system of religion can save 
mankind in the kingdom of God. I 
understand salvation to be the gift of 
eternal life, which is the greatest gift 
of God, by which we are exalted and 
repared to enter into the celestial 
— to dwell with Christ and 
God eternally. Salvation is redemp- 
tion from sin, and from death—the 
fruit of sin—unto life, that we may 
never die. We find ourselves clothed 
with mortality ; we live in this mortal 
state a few years and pass away—we 
call it death. So far as any inherent 
knowledge we possess—so far as our 
ordinary experience in the world is 
concerned, or so far as it is possible 
for us to gain knowledge from this 
world, we cannot affirm that that is 
not a final end of man. For what 
man knoweth the things of a man, 
save the spirit of man which isin bim? 
even so the things of God knoweth no 
man, but the Spirit of God.“ (1 Cor. 
ii, 11.) „And ne man knoweth the 
Son, but the Father; neither kuowerh 
any man the Father save the Son, and 
he to whomsoever the Son will reveal 
bim.“ (Matt. xi, 27.) Unless, there- 
fore, we are in possession of the Spi- 
rit of God“ —unless it be revealed 
unto us by the Son of God through 
the all powerful agency and ivfluence 
of that Spirit, or our eyes be opened 
_to behold one raised from the dead, we 
have no knowledge, nor can we know 
that we shall live again beyond the 
grave, or that Christ was raised from 
the dead. Do you believe that God 
lives? Yes. Some may say we know 
the spirit is immortal, that it will be 
again united with the body in the 
resurrection, because this doctrine is 
laid down in the Bible. But if this is 
all the evidence they have of its truth,

they know nothing about it. The 
Bible cannot give them this know. 
ledge. They may believe it—the 
may believe the Bible and all that it 
contains, but belief is not knowledge 
The ancient Apostles had a knowledge 
of the resurrection of Christ, not 
merely a belief, and they have lefts 
record of the fact in the New Testa. 
ment, and blessed are they that 
believe in Christ through the testimony 
of the Apostles, if they will do the will 
of the Father as it is revealed, for 
then they ‘‘ shall know of the doctrine 
whether it be of God.” 

Could Prof. Morse, or M. Jacquard, 
to whom reference has been made, 
have accomplished what they did with 
faith or belief only? Never. Works 
were necessary, and the results of their 
faith or belief, and works combined, 
remain as evidence to us that they 
possessed the knowledge and skill 
which they professed to have, but the 
mere sight or belief of such evidences 
will never give to us the knowledge 
nor the skill which they possessed, nor 
enable us to understand Telegraphy or 
operate in it, nor manufacture a Jac 
quard loom, or manipulate one. 

Go to the ministers of the day, and 
ask if Jesus lives—they say yes; but 
how do they know? They say by the 
Bible. Is that all the evidence they 
possessf Yes. They claim no reve 
lation to themselves, no manifestation 
of the Holy Ghost, no visitation of 
angels, no “‘ testimony of Jesus which 
is the spirit of prophecy,” therefore 
the most they can reasonably claim, 
or pretend to know, is that the Bible 
declares such and such things respect- 
ing the resurrection of Christ the 
Lord from the dead, which is to them 
no knowledge of the fact. The Apos- 
tles did know, for it was revealed unto 
them; their minds were opened by 
the power of the Holy Ghost; they 
saw, they heard, they experienced for 
themselves; and they (the ministers) 
believe that we have their testimony in 
the Bible, and they believe that testi- 
mony istrue. But this alone is but 
the shadow of the substance, as when 
one who is hr .gry or thirsty dreameth, 
and behold he ea'eth and drinketh, 
but be awakes and his soul hath appe 
tite, for he is hungry, thirsty and 
faint. Their faith is well enough 
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far as it goes, but it is not sofficient. 
“Faith without works is dead.” 

We are asked, Do you believe the 
Bible? I answer, yes. I will go 
further, and say we know it to bea 
trne record, su far as it is correc'ly 
translated, of the dealings of God with 
his ancient people, but it contains 
only a very diminutive’ part of the 

t whole; but what we have, was 
written that we might believe, and that 
believing, we might have life through 
the name of Christ, and through 
obedience to the Gospel. (St. John 
I, 30, 31, & xxi, 25.) But ays one, 
How do you know this? I answer, 
by revelation, by the power of the 
Holy Ghost, by the testimony of 
Jesus Christ, which is the spirit of 
prophecy.” by inspiration from God, 
as the Former-day Saints obtained 
their knowledge. And by what means 
did you obtain these gifts and mani. 
festations ? By obedience to the laws, 
ordinances and commandments of 
God; by faith, repentance and bap- 
tism for the remission of sius, the 
laying on of hands for the gift of the 
Holy Ghost, and continued submission 
to the will of God, by which we are 
continually learning until we come to 
s knowledge of the truth. But I 
cannot impart that knowledge unto 
you. I can relate my experience, but 
in order that you may get this know- 
ledge, you must do as I have done, 
euter in at the door, and follow Christ 
the Head. 

Do yon want to know the only true 
God and Jesus Christ whom he hath 
sent, whom to know is life eternal! 
If so; seek the Spirit of God, such as 
rested upon the disciples, and the 
people assembled on the day of Pente 
cst; and by following the plan laid 
duwn in the Scriptures, you may 
obtain that Spirit—tben shall you 
receive this knowledge for yourselves, 
as Peter knew that Jesus was the 
“Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
(Matt. xvi, 16, 17.) 

desire our friends here to under- 
mand that we believe in Apostles, 
Pruphets, Evangelists, Pastors, Teach- 
ers, Ko.; that we do not derive our 
authority from the Bible, which is only 
& book, but directly from Gud, who is 
the fountain of light and of every 
good, and who alone can confer autho-

rity or power. Faith alone will not 
save us— The devils believe and 
tremble.” Unless we put works with 
faith, we hope in vain, and the blood 
of Christ will not cleanse us from our 
sins, for which we must answer, 
though we are redeemed from the sin 
of Adam. Do we say we believe in 
the Lord, and that we know and love 
him, ‘and yet keep not his command- 
meuts? If so, then are we liars, and 
the truth is not in us. He that 
saith he abideth in him, ought himself 
also so to walk, even as be walked.” 
And herebv we do know that we 
kund him, if we keep his command - 
ments.” (1 John ii, 3—6 ) 

We are told we lay too much stress 
on baptism, but Jesus declares that 
Except a man be born of water and 
of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God.” It would be diffi- 
cult to lay more stress upon baptism 
than is here laid upon it by the Savior. 

We do know of what we speak—we 
have reccived a positive knowledge 
that Jesus is the Christ, and if you 
would obtain it, you must seek it and 
live for it. Wherever we go we are in 
the presence of God, hia hand is out- 
stretched ‘owards us in mercy, and his 
power is everywhere manifest to those 
who enjoy the light of his Spirit, which 
is free to all, yet the world is groping 
as it were in the dark. The light 
shineth in darkness; and the dark- 
ness comprebendeth it not.” 

The Lord has made ample provision 
for such as have died without hearing 
the Gospel. All men will be judged 
accurding to the deeds done in the 
body. It is impossible for the wicked 
and ungodly to enter into the celestial 
kingdom, until after they have met 
the just demands of the law, and can 
claim the mercy of God. All men will 
eventually be saved, except the sons 
of perdition. May the Lord bless you, 
and the light of truth shine upon you 
and upon all the honest throughout 
the earth, in the name ot Jesus. 
Amen.

MISSION NEWS.

President Joseph F. Smith, accom- 
panied by Elders Edward Hanham 
and William B. Barton, paid a visit, 
on the 7th instant, to the Saints at 
Orrell Post, and Upholland, Lanca- 
shire. Arriving from Liverpool at the 
R. R. station at 10.15 a.m., they were 
met by brother Edward Baldwin, who 
was waiting to escort them to his 
house. On approaching Orrell Post, 
flags and banners were seen gaily 
floating in the breeze, and many peo- 
ple in the open air awaiting their ar- 
rival. This was a very pleasing re- 
ception, coming as it did from the 
people the great majority of whom 
were non-members of the Church ; 
such a manifestation of kindness was 
much appreciated. 

The brethren finding themselves 
‘quite at home,” immediately pub- 
lished their intention to hold a Camp 
Meeting at Orrell Post, opposite the 
Stag Inn, at 5 o'clock p. m., and then 
visited the people at their residences, 
and invited them te attend. 

At the hour appointed Elder Barton 
called the meeting to order, which was 
then opened by singing and prayer. 

President Smith addressed the peo- 
ple fur about forty minutes upon the 
first principles of the Gospel, restored 
by a holy angel, through the instru- 
mentality of the Prophet Joseph 
Smith. He also said the Laiter-day 
Suints believed the Bible known as 
King James’ translation. They ac- 
cepted all the truth contained in 
modern Christianity, but not the 
errors. Moreover, they believed all 
that God does now reveal. He bore 
testimony that Joseph Smith was a 
true Prophet, that be was martyred 
for the cause of truth, and admonished 
the people to be sober, virtuous and 
honest, and invited all to repent and 
for the remission of their 


Elder E. Hanham then addressed 
the meeting. He showed that all 
little children were saved through the 
atoning blood of Christ without bap- 
tism, and very beautifully alluded to 
the blessing of little children by the 
Savior, which was an institution of 
the Gospel. Said that the Saints were 
prospering in Zion, and that the Lord 
was gathering his people to that place 
for their salvation, temporally and 
spiritually. The Saints being the 
savor of the nations, what will become 
of the nations when all the Saints are 
gathered out ? x 

Meeting was dismissed by Elder 
Barton. 

President Smith having returned to. 
Liverpbol, Elders Hanham and Barton 
proceeded to fill an appointment at 
Upholland, a lecture having been an- 
nouncel by pla-card; subject: Sal- 
vation for the Dead. 

At seven p.m., Elder Thomas Swift 
presiding, meeting Has opened by 
singing, and prayer by Elder Peter 
Rowbotham. 

Elder Barton read the last chapter 
of the Prophet Malachi. 

Elder Hauham then addressed the 
congregation, taking the 5th verse of 
the chapter read as a basis for his 
remarks. Said he loved man, for man 
was his brother, and was mae in the 
image and likeness of God.” Spoke 
of man’s superiority over the brute 
creation, as evinced by the progress he 
had made in the arts and sciences; and 
in his perpetual thirst for knowledge 
man proved himself a progressive 
being, unlike the beaver, who built 
its house te-day as it did a thousand 
years ago. Man was made a little 
lower than the augels,“ in order to be 
crowned with glory and honor. Speak- 
ing of the salvation of the seul, he 
maintained that although multitudes 
have had the privilege of hearing the 
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Gospel and believing in the Savior, 
far more by millions on millions had 
died without the privilege, many of 
whom lived before the Savior came in 
the flesh, while many have lived since 
he came. Where are all the spirits 
of such at this time? In the world of 
departed spirits, where they have and 
will have the privilege of hearing the 
Gospel! Christ himself, while his 
body lay in the cold tomb, went to the 
prison of the departed and preached 
the Word of life unto them. (1 Peter 
iii, 19, 20.) It may be asked of what 
use is it to preach the Gospel to dis- 
embodied spirits, how can they be 
made pertakers of its blessings, seeing 
that the Gospel is a system of faith 
and ordinauces? The answer to thie 
question is plain: men and women on 
earth can attend to the ordinances for 
them, if they possess the keys of this 
wer—the Priesthood. In St. Paul's 
ay the living were baptized for the 
dead. (1 Cor xv, 29) If the dead 
rise nut at all? why are they then 
baptized for the dead?’ In these 
days the Latter-day Saints are baptized 
for the dead. In Zion they are at- 
tending to this important ordinance 
at the present time. As the tree 
falleth so it lieth,” until it is taken 
and put to a good use. Such a one as 
Judas Iscariot, however, must lie 
where it falls, forever. He is a son 
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of perdition, having committed the 
unpardonable sin against the Holy 
Ghost, which cannot be forgiven in 
this world neither in that which is to 
come; he fell“ and went to ‘‘ his 
own place.” As an accessory before 
the fact, to the death of Jesus, he was 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 
„No murderer hath eternal life 
abiding in him.” (1 John iii, 15.) 

It ‘may be observed by some one, 
that ‘* baptism for the dead is salva- 
tion by proxy.” Certainly! Are not 
all mankind saved by proxy? Did 
not Jesus Christ do that for us all 
which we could not do for ourselves! 
It is not for man to limit the power of 
the Almighty. This is a true princi- 
ple running through the whole plan of 
human redemption. St. Paul ex- 

resses himself thus, Who now re- 
Joice in my sufferings for you, and fill 
up that which is behind of the afflic- 
tions of Christ in my flesh for his body’s 
sake, which is the Church.” Col. i, 
24. ‘Saviors (plural number) shall 
come up on mount Zion.” Obadiah 
2Ist verse. The Kingdom shall be 
the Lord's!“ Christ is Lord of 
Lords, and Savior of Saviors!

Tue Great Soutnern Tokxvabo.— Augusta, Ga, March 23rd.— The path of 
the recent tornado was from 200 to 600 yards wide ; it was cylindric shape and 
rotated with fearful velocity from the north to the south. The front cloud was 
as black as night and about half a mile high, the rear was illuminated by a 
bright light. It traveled nearly due east, veering a little to the north. After 
devastating Camack, the tornado seems to have divided, one portion goi 
east by north and crossing the Savannah river above and below Augusta, bo 

roving equally destructive, laying waste everything in their track, trees were 

rokeu like reeds, and in some instances carried three-quarters of a mile. The 
tornado was preceded by a dull, heavy roaring, like heavy artillery in the dis- 
tance. It spent its greatest fury in about three minutes. An eye-witness says 
the senses were utterly deadened and appalled. There was a crash, a roar and 
a mingling of 100 terrific and unearthly sounds. The great devastated district 
embraces eight counties in Georgia and two or three in South Carolina. The 
destruction of property is immense and the list of maimed and wounded ap-
